1967. 

Housing. 


The  demand  for  increased  housing  accommodation  in  the 
Borough  continues,  both  for  private  and  council  houses.  During 
the  year  the  construction  of  24  engineered  homes  were  commenced  - 
this  was  a new  venture  for  the  Council  and  it  was  hoped  that  the 
construction  tine  would  be  less  than  for  traditional  hones. 

The  demand  for  special  accommodation  for  the  elderly  continues. 

Infectious  Diseases. 


Most  of  the  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were 
as  a result  of  Measles  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  next  year, 
vaccination  against  Measles  will  be  available  through  the  Clinic 
and  Schools. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
Members  of  the  Council  and  its  Officers  for  their  continued 
courtesy  and  co-operation  and  to  include  in  this  my  thanks  to  my 
clerk  for  all  her  help.

INFANT  DEATHS. 

Two  infants,  one  male  and  one  fenale,  died  under  1 week 
of  age,  during  the  year;  details  are  as  follows

HEATHS  (General). 

Of  the  total  75  deaths  last  year,  23  were  due  to  Heart 
Disease  and  16  to  malignant  disease.  Of  this  latter  group,  only 
2 died  from  cancer  of  the  lung  - Both  these  were  male  patients 
but  their  smoking  habits  are  not  known. 

Approximately  29,3$  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  in 
persons  aged  between  70  and  80  years  and  approximately  38.7% 
in  persons  aged  over  80  years.

TUBERCULOSIS. 


I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no  deaths  from 
Tuberculosis  in  the  Borough  during  1967  and  no  new  cases  of  the 
disease  were  notified. 


B . C , G , Vaccination . Vaccination  of  contacts  and  school  children, 

(13  years  and  over)  continued  during  the  year,  sessions  being  held 
at  School  and  at  the  Clinic.  146  school  children  were  skin  tested 
and  144  of  these  were  vaccinated;  5 contacts  were  skin  tested  and 
all  of  these  required  vaccination.  Dr.  D. Llewelyn  Davies,  the 
Chest  Physician,  also  vaccinates  contacts  at  his  Chest  Clinic. 


MASS  RADIOGRAPHY. 


The  annual  visit  of  the  Mobile  Unit  of  the  Mass  Radio- 
graphy Service  took  place  in  December,  when  a total  of  286  persons 
(general  population  volunteers)  availed  themselves  of  this  service. 
This  is  a slightly  higher  attendance  than  last  year  and  the  results

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NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


There  were  27  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified 
during  the  year;  24  of  these  were  of  Measles  and  the  remaining  3 
were  of  Scarlet  Fever, 

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT  1946. 

Local  Health  Services : Vaccination  against  Smallpox  and 

Poliomyelitis  and  immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough 
and  Tetanus  continues  to  be  carried  out  at  The  Clinic.  Children 
entering  school  are  given  ’Booster'  doses  at  School  sessions. 

From  1st  April  1967,  all  immunisation  and  vaccination 
records  of  work  carried  out  by  general  practitioners,  have  to  be 
sent  direct  to  the  Executive  Council  for  payment,  instead  of  to 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  before.  These  figures  are, 
therefore,  only  available  annually  and  are  added  to  the  Clinic 
figures  for  the  year.  Details  which  follow  are  total  figures 
for  the  County  of  Pembroke  for  the  year  1967

AMBULMCB  SERVICE. 


The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  running  of 
this  service  and  there  are  ten  ambulances  based  at  various  points 
throughout  the  county  - two  at  Tenby. 

Tenby  No.  1 Ambulance  conveyed  a total  of  1,841  sitting 
cases  and  344  stretcher  cases  during  the  year,  travelling  22,486 
miles  in  all;  an  average  of  10.2  miles  per  patient. 

Tenby  No.  2 Ambulance  travelled  a total  of  22,500  miles 
conveying  963  sitting  cases  and  404  stretcher  patients.  The 
average  mileage  per  patient  being  16,4

HOUSING  ACTS. 


Due  to  the  high  demand  in  Tenby  for  housing  of  all  types 
action  under  the  above  legislation  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
poor  living  standards  is  to  some  extent  curtailed. 

The  provisions  of  the  Acts  governing  Improvement  Grants 
are  to  some  extent  used  but  it  does  surprise  me  tnat  only  2 Standard 
Grants  and  5 Discretionary  Grants  were  paid  this  year.  I would  think 
that  these  numbers  could  be  greatly  increased. 


COUNCIL  HOUSE  ALLOCATIONS . 

Although  having  been  here  only  a short  time  it  is  obvious  to  me  that 
greater  use  can  be  made  of  our  present  stock  of  Council  accommodations 
by  way  of  transfer,  in  order  that  our  lengthy  housing  list  can  to  some 
extent  be  lessened.  The  need  for  old-age-pensioner  accommodation  is  very 
apparent  but  difficulty  may  arise  in  siting  this  type  of  accommodation 
in  that  the  old  folk  prefer  to  live  near  or  about  the  town  centre.

As  Council  are  aware  the  town  of  Tenby  is  entirely  dependant 
on  its  holidaying  facilities  and  perhaps  catering,  in  all  its  facets 
is  the  key,  with  good  accommodation,  to  the  success  of  Tenby  as  a 
holiday  town. 


It -is  my  policy  in  the  next  two  years  to  bring  the  Town's 
hygiene  standards  well  above  average.  To  do  this  will  mean  propogation 
of  food  hygiene  education  and  perhaps  it  may  be  necessary  to  prosecute 
traders  who  continue  to  practice  poor  food  hygiene  and  undoubtedly  cause 
a serious  risk  to  the  holiday  name  of  Tenby.

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FOOD  SAMPLING. 


As  Council  are  aware  we  are  not  the  Pood  & Drug  Authority 
within  the  terms  of  the  Pood  & Drug  Act,  1955*  Therefore,  the  work 
of  routine  sampling  from  the  qu  lity  view  point  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  County  Authority.,  This  work  is,  I understand,  carried  out  by 
the  Pembrokeshire  County  Council's  Weights  and  Measures  Department. 


THE  OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 . 

The  administration  of  shops  and  offices  in  the  town  presents 
some  problems  in  that  many  of  the  shops  only  engage  staff  during  the 
summer  holidaying  season,.  However,  as  many  of  the  above  shops  are 
"food  premises"  within  the  definition  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations, 
most  of  the  salient  points  urkLr  the  Shops  and  Offices  Act  are  covered. 
The  total  number  of  premises  which  I found  coming  within  the  terms  of 
this  legislation  is  130.

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REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  refuse  disposal  of  the  town  is  second  to  none  in  South 
Wales  as  the  service  entails  an  almost  daily  collection  from  the  town's 
pronisos  and  twice  weekly  in  the  surrounding  area.  However, 
it  is  obvious  that  the  question  of  fly  nuisance  must  he  solved 
before  the  coming  of  the  next  summer  season. 

My  plan  is  to  institute  a "tip  and  cover  policy"  which,  to 
my  mind,  is  the  only  answer  in  the  fight  against  this  fly  nuisance. 

The  use  of  insecticides  is  a second  line  of  defence  and  can  only  be 
relied  upon  in  certain  cases  to  control  flies  harbouring  in  newly 
tipped  refuse.  To  discharge  this  plan  satisfactorily  it  is  essential 
to  engage  an  earth  moving  vehicle  and  be  provided  with  sufficient 
covering  material  to  satisfactorily  bury  the  town's  refuse. 


RODENT  CONTROL . 


The  rodent  population  of  the  town  is  in  my  opinion  small  and  can 
be  controlled  by  a part  time  Rodent  Operative  working  ono  day  a week. 

The  sewers  are  treated  twice  annually  and  the  refuse  tip  itself 
approximately  every  month.

It  is  my  policy  to  use  only  a Warfarin  type  of  rodent icide  as 
we  find  that  this  poison  serves  to  destroy  rats  satisfactorily  and 
no  evidence  of  immunity  has  shewn  itself.
